Elias Carman, the oldest pioneer

Carman was a Baptist, and in politics 
a Democrat. Slnca moving to Sugar 
Creek township, 60 years ago, Mr. 
Carman has had the respect and 
friendship of everyone in that and 
adjoining townships. 


Mr. Carman's age at the time of 


his death was 87 years, 6 months and 
11 days. The funeral will be held 
Wednesday afternoon at 2 o'clock at 
the late residence, six and one-half 
miles east of Delphos, conducted by 
Rev. E. M. Page, of this town, and 
Rev. Hsgerraan, of Elida.—-Ddp-'ies 
Herald.

Elasticity can 
be provided for by public as well as 
by private enterprise.

The ootts 
tbat are out against this silver he 
wants tc redeem in gold. The cost 
of bis scheme to "reform" the finan- 
cial system of this country would be 
greater than the cost of the war.

Handled in this way, the loss is apl 
:o be disregarded. But there has 
been a great tendency toward more 
economical methods of late years, 
ind some of the chemical processes 
now in vogue are well adapted to 
the treatment both of "tailings" 
and low grade ores. 


Attention has recently been di- 


rected in England and Australia to 
still another plan for insuring the re- 
covery of a very largH percentage of 
the gold originally existing in the 
ore. Tbe main idea involved, that of 
>reaking up the quartz by altemate- 
y heating and cooling it, is old, but 
some of the details of the process 
are new, and it is claimed for the so 
called ''oreatomie" system that it 
s more successful than any previous 
attempt in the same direction. 


In tho preliminary crashing the 


rock is brought down only to small 
umpsof convenient size, and not to 
actual powder. The material is then 
nclosed in a chamber from which 
•he outside air is carefully excluded, 
and the chamber is placed in a fur- 
nace, in which,besides the fuel, there 
are pieces of redhot iron. A jet of 
steam is thrown up'on both the coal 
or coke) and iron, and the result 
s the development of water gas and 
lydrogen. These gases have access 


the chamber and prevent the oxi- 


dization of the metal. Indeed if 
:here be any oxide in the ore it is 
'reduced"' by the hydrogen. Any 
sulphur which may be present is 
also eliminated, passing off in 
he form of sulphnreted hydrogen. 
After the ore has remained in the 
seated chamber for H time, •whose 
ength varies according to the eoin- 
>osition of the rock, it is suddenly 
•quenched" by the injection of cold 
water. Inasmuch as the fragments 
nto which this first chill breaks up 
Jie quartz are not -is ;jmall as could 
>e desired, the water is drained off 
and the series of operations is re- 
peated several times. Finally the 
contents of the chamber are dumped 
nto a tank. When the ore is cool 
enough to be taken between the fin- 
;ers, it crumbles into powder easily. 
To heavy stamps are required to 
pulverize the substance now. It is 
alleged that there is absolutely no 
.oss in the form of "'float gold'' and 
EO oxiclisiation, and therefore that 
all of the precious met«l originally 
,a the ore may bo recovered.—>
